America Kejects 
Russian — 
Berlin Proposal 


Washington, Nov. 27. 

A State Department communique today rejected 
the Soviet proposal to turn Berlin into a “free 
city” but added that the Government would 
study the Soviet note carefully and consult 
America’s allies on it. 


The State Department said 
that “the Soviets sccm to be 
proposing that while they keep 
their grip on Eust Berl, the 
three Western Allies abandon 
thelr rights in West Berlin and 
retire in favour of what is called 
a free elty.” 

The United States will nop 
agree to a unlateral “repudia-, 
thon of Berlin,” the statement 
said. 


No Agreement . 


Nor will the United States “en- 
ter into any agteement with the 
Scviet Union which, whatever 
the form, would have the end 
result cf abandoning the pcople 
of West Berlin to hostile do- 
dination,” (he statement, added. 

It sald: “The United Statos, 
along with Britain and France, 
is sclemnly committed to the 
rccurlty of the Western sectors 
of Berlin. Two ond a quarter 
million Western Berliners in 
reliance thereon have con- 
vincingly and courageously de- 
monstrated ‘the good frults of 
freedom.” 

But the Secretary of State, 
John Foster Dulles, and other 
American officials do not want 
to sem to act hastiky, and the 
United States “will consult 
with the British and French 
Governments as well as with 
the Federal Republic of Gct- 
many," the statement sald. — 
France-Presse.

On Junuary 16, 1920, over 
two years after the famous

hibitlon was brought into force. 

It was ruled that the Amend- 
ment would be applicable to all 
ships flying the American ensign 
and large stocks of spirits and 
lNquors were in Hong- 
kung from several ships. 

The agents were instructed to 
dispose of these stocks by public 
auction and arrangements wae 
accordingly made. But so great 
was the outcry by local retallers 
that Government stepped in 
before the sale took place, and 
prohibited it. 

The stocks were afterwards 
Uspesed of privately,

solo worlc), and,too little chorus.

During those rare moments 
when cholr. and. orchestra were 
performing togothor, it. was 
good tb know that..we’ tinva, 
material in‘ Hongkong .capaple
